WILL THE PRESIDENT BE IMPEACHED? 

That is the question many are asking 
now, and while it is generally admitted 
that evidence sufficient to impeach Grant 
can be obtained, 1 think the prevailing 
Opinion is that it would be unwise to 
proceed to that extreme. It will be more 
politic to obtain the evidence and lay it 
before the country, and leave the people 
to sit in judgment upon it. Impeach- 
ment, with a certain class, would be re 
garded as prosecution, and might secure 
Grant’s rm-electior. Lis military record 
would be paraded, he would be declared 
the savior of his country, and impeach- 
ment would strengthen rather than 
weakep him wiih a very large class who 
have never looked upon history from but 
one, and that a bigoted stand pomt. It 
is safe, therefore, to answer the above 
question in the negative. ‘The president 
will not be impeached, But he will go 
out of ihe white house with an unenvia 
ble reputation.

A NAVAL CADETSHLP. 


Hon. Henry R. Harris has the appoint- 
ment of a naval cadet from bis district, 
and is already beset with applications.

Since the fundamental change in our nia | sri thai Oi ti a, 
labor system, ten years since, we have 
Witnessed the gradual though rapid de- 
terioraiion of our labor, until our fields 
bave lost much of their productiveness, 
our industries are paralyzed and bank- 
tuptcy threatens our favored sections. 


SOURCES OF WEALTH. 


Political economists agree that all 
wealth comes from the earth or the sea. 
Skilled labor and ingenuity can manipu- 
late the raw material and increase its 
varieties. uses and value. But the rude 
labor that first developed the produc: 
from the earthisthe starting point of 
Other’s succees, and is the cheapest labor 
bestowed on any art.c.e from its produc- 
tion to rnisconsumption. And, necessa 
rily, this labor should be nearer self sus- 
taining than that of any department 
through which it pass s. 

CONDITION OF LABOR. 


Now let us apply these axioms of trut} 
to our condition, and what do we find? 
With asoil abounding ia fertility, and 
a climate adapted to the production of 
everything necessary for the ccmfort, 
convenience aod luxury of both man and 
beast, where, with the least exertion of 
judgment and skill, our fields team with 
avundant necessaries, we behold the 
iementable spectacle of a laborer, whose 
wants should be limited, overwhelmed 
with a debt that would impoverisa itself 
Aud the next geoeration if counted 
again t it. 

This sad condition of matters proves 
conclusively that we have been moving 
radically wrong. ‘Tools agricultural pros- 
tration which necessurly drags down 
with it all other industries, as it is the 
foundation of all others, is not confined 
to any s-cuion or locality, and satisfies 
us, marked changes are Lecessary to 
restore prosperity to our depressed 
people. 

Ask any planter what is the cause of 
his depression, and he will promptly tell 
you that it cost him 12 to 15 cents to 
make cotton, and be can realize only 10 
to 12 cents for 1t, and bankruptcy is in- 
evitable, or in other words that agricul- 
ture, the basis of ali industries, is a fail- 
ure. But before we accept this broad as 
sertion, let us count up the cost of raising 
cotton, aud see if we can find much 
over ten cents cost in its productien. 
Do not understand me as saying that 
many of the planters do not spend from 
12 ty locents, even 15 to 20 cents while 
they are raising the cotton, but is that 
ihe cost of cotton raising? We will 
make our estimate upon thin land, and 
little labor with small yield; and then 
with improved lands, and same labor 
judiciously applied, and profitable crops.

\the front ef the diadem and in 
the centre of a Maltese cross of 
diamonds is the famous ruby

, King of Castile, after the batile 
of Najeva, A. D. 1367. This same 
ruby was wora by Henry V. ia his hei- 
met at Agincourt. The gem is 
pierced right through.

of the crown jewets has been preserved, 
and Queen Victoria’s crown, structurally 
apeaking, 13 @ very modern affair indeed. 
The famous Tory crown of Sir Robert 
Vyner, which the crazy woman muti- 
lated in 1815, had served at the 
corention of William =MIV.; but, 
as it weighed wore than seven 
pounds troy, it was decided that the 
ponderous gewgaw should be broken 
up and that a new and permanent 
crown imperial sheuld be fashioned. 
The new crown, after having be: n ex- 
amined and approved by ber majosty, 
was e hibited during the list

Hill. Originally the cap was of purple

in its actual form, only dates from the 
reign of Charles IL., when it was made 
to replace the coronal worn by t:e C..n- 
fessor at the altar. Sv. Ewaru’s crowa 
bas arches and fillets covered with large 
multi-colored jewels of no very excep- 
tivnal value; and this is the ope which 
Colonel Blood stole. Her maj:-sty’s 
crown is constructed out of the frag- 
ments of half a dozen byzone insignia of 
regality which were broken up in 1535, 
and which invluded the diadem worn by 
Mary of Modena, by Queen Caroline and 
Queen Charlotte as queen's Consort, and 
tuat assumed by Mary IL, and Anne as 
queens regnant. Tne the British crown 
may, a8 a comparatively new thing made 
up of very ancient materials; be beld to 
present a sulliciently striking likeness to 
the British constitution, which has itseif
